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CIA Is A Terrorist Group,

The CIA is being used in other 
countries as a strong-arm enforcer 
of the president's political agenda 
when its role should be limited to 
monitoring the threat against ac- 
cidental nuclear war, said former 
CIA agent Phillip Agee. 

“We need an intelligence serv- 
ice that is used to keep the peace, 
not one that is used to wage terror- 
ist wars against defenseless peas- 
ants in Central America,” Agce 
said before a capacity crowd 
Wednesday inthe CSUS Redwood 
Room. 

Agee worked as aCIA agent in 
Latin America beginning in 1960, 
serving in several countries be- 
fore resigning from the agency in 
1968. Since then he has written 
several books based on his know!- 
edge of the CIA including “Inside 
the Company,” an exposé of CIA 
involvement in Latin America. 
Agee’s newest book, “On the 
Run,” documents the surveillance, 
harassment and criticism he has 
undergone since his break with 
the agency. 

Agee described the three func- 
tions of the CIA: spying, covert 
action and liason operations. 

Spying, or foreign intelligence 
collection and dissemination of 
information, is the most widely 
acknowledged function. 

Covert action, which is the 
attemptto influence events in other 
countries by secret intervention 
(including paramilitary acuons), 





is widely used but seldom ac- 
knowledged, Agee said. 

Liaison operations, a form of 
counter intelligence, involves 
working together with intelligence 
and security agencies of other 
countries to accomplish things 
which the CIA could not do on its 
own. They include tapping tele- 
phones, picking up people for 
arrest and interrogation, intercept- 
ing mail and controlling move- 
ment through a specific country. 
Agee gave several historical ac- 
counts wherein each function was 
utilized effecuvely. 

Agee said the Nicaraguan- 
backed Contras were an example 
of a CIA guided paramilitary ac- 
tion. 

“Their purpose (the contras) 
was to sow terror in the country- 
side and kill as many people as 
possible,” said Agee. “If you take 
10 years of this and 30,000 people 
dead, you get an idea of the calam- 
ity that the United States has vis- 
ited on Nicaragua.” 

Agee, echoing a statement 
made by former Nicaraguan Presi- 
dent Danie! Ortega after losing 
his bid for re-election, said 30 
percent of the Nicaraguan ciec- 
torate switched their votes from 
the Sandinistas. They feared that 
if the Sandinistas won, the eco- 
nomic coliapse brought about by 
the Contra revolution and U.S. 
government-induced loan freezes 
would conunue.

Phillip Agee, who left the CIA in 1968, said the Contras are a CIA-backed terrorist group that 
should be used to wage peace, instead of war. He also said President Bush should be in jail. 


Agee attacked President 
George Bush, former CIA direc- 
tor, for his alleged involvement in 
supplying arms to the Contras in 
violation of the law. 

“In my opinion we have a man 
sitting in the White House right 
now who deserves in every way to 
be in federal prison,” said Agee. 
“Bush was up to his neck in this 
illegal resupply operation to the 
Contras in the mid 1970s.” 

Agee said there is no question 


in his mind that if Congress had 
wanted to they could have im- 
peached both Reagan and Bush 
several times over. 

“It was clear that the people 
who exercise power in the United 
States did not want to promote 
another crisis of legitimacy of the 
whole system of this country as 
had happened with President 
Nixon in the 1970s.” 

Agee denied that his books are 
intended to harm the United States, 


saying that they are an attempt to 
enlighten U.S. citizens on CIA 
action and how these actions are 
influenced by American society. 

“What the CIA does abroad 
reflects on us as a society, and if 
we are ever going to understand 
ourselves as a nation, then we 
have to understand what we do 
abroad and how our domestic 
system produces these activities 
abroad,” said Agee.

The ironies of real life sometimes exceed those 


of fiction. 

Former ASI Senator Albert R. Braden’s plea of 
no contest to charges he possessed $18,000 worth 
of computer equipment fraudulently billed toCSUS, 
capped an academic career surrounded by allega- 
tions of wrongdoings and improper motives. 

Braden, who refused to make a public state- 
ment, entered CSUS in the fall of 1984. In the April 
of 1986, he attempted to run for an ASI senate post 
but was judged unqualified. Braden sued ASI for a 
chance to run but lost the suit. 

In October, controversy accelerated surround- 
ing a $13 student fee increase that had been ap- 
proved six months earlier. 

In an Oct. 1, 1986 commentary in The Hornet, 
Braden announced the forming of SAFE, Swdenis 
Against Fraud in Education. He claimed the elec- 
tion which approved a $13 student fee increase was 
rampant with “fraud and corruption,” and that by 
approving the increase, CSUS President Donald 
Gerth condoned the dizbious election and “acted 
irresponsibly and without regard for the will of the 
students.” 

Braden threatened a lawsuit against the CSU 
trustees if the increase was not repealed.

In a related story in the same issue of The Hornet, 
Braden is quoted as saying, “We want the students to 
see they’ ve been defrauded, that they’ ve been wronged. 
I want to stop them (ASI) from stealing the student's 
money.” 

A week iater Braden placed a full page ad in The 
Hornet to announce the formation and goals of SAFE. 

Another week passed and in a commentary pub- 
lished in The Hornet, ASI Senator David Chance 
wrote that Braden’s goal in seeking the repeal of the 
fee increase was “to destroy ASI.” Chance accused 
Braden of “using scare tactics and misinformation in 
a manner that would make Lyndon LaRouche proud.” 

Braden later had the ASI meeting minutes of Oct. 
21 revised to include a statement from him which 
called Chance’s commentary “a vicious and libelous 
attack,” and “contained several malicious lies.” 

On Nov. 18, Braden warned the ASI board to “not 
count their chickens before they hatch” regarding 
funds from the fee increase. He contended the increase 
was contrary to the will of the students, and the funds, 
specifically the $8 of the $13 increase slated for the 
athletic department, would not be available for dis- 
bursement. 

Braden was elected ASI senator in November of

1986. His first action was to author a statement to the outgoing board 
which reads: “We (the new board) hope to bring about a new era of 
cooperation and fairness, leaving behind Loe infighting and hostility of 
last year.” 

But the period of cooperation was soon to end. 

Three months later, Braden moved to approve a reprimand of David 
Bush, then Associated Students of CSUS Executive Director. Braden 
told ASI, Bush “misunderstood his position or misused it” by author- 
izing the release of funds from the fee increase to the athletics 
department. 

During an ASI meeting on March 10, Braden said CSUS President 
Donald Gerth would be civilly and criminally liable if he released funds 
from the fee increase to the athletics department. 

Two weeks later Braden authored Senate Resolution 87-19 which 
condemned ASCSUS President David Burns for “illegal actions” in 
authorizing the disbursement of funds to the athleucs department. The 
board passed the resolution after amending it to eliminate the word 
“illegal.” 

Soon after, Braden recommended the release of Executive Director 
Bush from his employment agreement with ASI. Executive Vice 
President Robert Bess warned that to release Bush would endanger 
ASI's stability, and to continued operations, and could cause ASI “to be 
placed on probation or suspension” by the university administration. 

Although Braden continued to pursue Bush’s release, the mouon 
never passed. 

In June, Gerth recommended that if ASI did not adopt a budget and 
rewrite its bylaws by Aug. 31, the CSUS board of trustees would “set 
in motion the procedures necessary to withdraw recogniuon of Asso- 
ciated Students, CSUS, as an auxilary organization in good standing.” 

Deadlocked on a budget for months because of the then year-old fee 
increase controversy and unable to reach a quorum because of the 
absence of SAFE members at meetings, ASI removed Braden and the 
four other SAFE members on the board for “unexcused absences.” 

Also in June, Braden was arrested and charged with writing false 
checks under seven different names. He was later convicted and placed 
on probation. Former ASI Senator Michael Shahda served on ASI with 
Braden. He said the board was aware Braden had an “extensive” 
criminal record at the time, but they were unable to move the admini- 
stration to action. 

“We tied to alert the powers that be that someihing strange was 
going on,” Shahda said. “But basically, no one cared.” 

Three weeks after the dismissals, ASI passed a budget, which 
included funds to the athletic department, and rewrote its bylaws, thus 


avoiding administrative punishment. Braden and the other members of 


SAFE filed a suit to regain their ASI seats but were never successful. 
Then in November, Braden, planning to run for another ASI senate 
position, took the ASI constitutional test required of all candidates. He

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Earth Day Founder 
To Speak At CSUS 


National environmental leader 
Gaylord Nelson, the former Wis- 
consin governor and U.S. senator, 
will appear at CSUS Monday, 
April 2, prefacing a campus cele- 
bration of Earth Week April 16- 
20. 

Nelson, who founded the origi- 
nal Earth Day in 1970 and is 
honorary co-chair of Earth Day 
1990, will speak on “The Envi- 
ronmentalism of the "90s” at noon 
in the University Theatre. 

During his 18 years in the U.S. 
Senate, Nelson earned a reputa- 
tion as a staunch environmental- 
ist. The sponsor of numerous bills 
protecting America’s natural re- 
sources, his legislative achieve- 
menis include the control of strip 
mining arid bans on the use of 
DDT and agent orange. In addi- 
tion, he authored the National 
Environmental Education Act and 
sponsored the 1964 Wilderness 
Act. 

Nelson's goal for this years 
Earth Day celebration is to pro- 
duce a worldwide public demon- 
stration so overwhelming that it 
will galvanize the political lead- 
ership of the world to begin a 
cooperative effort to stop the de- 
terioration of the planet.

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Controversial Change Amid Election Campaign 


AS! Requires Higher Standards For Candidates 


Associated Students Inc. elec- 
tion debates began early this year 
when a controversial amendment 
to the bylaws regarding candidate 
qualifications was proposed Tues- 
day during the board of directors 
meeting. 

Another amendment regarding 
director attendance was postponed 
after a discussion and several at- 
tempts to further change the pro- 
posal failed. 

The amendment regarding 
qualifications requires presiden- 
tial and vice presidential candi- 
dates to have completed 14 units, 
and director candidates to have 
completed 12 units, with a mini- 
mum 2.0 GPA one year before 
taking office. The amendment 
passed 8-2 with one director ab- 
staining. 

Steve Loewe, postbaccalau- 
reate director, objected vehe- 
mently to the amendment because 
it was brought up during a cam- 
paign. 

“The elecuon process has been 
started,” Loewe said. “We have 
already signed up under other 
qualifications.” Loewe is a 1990/

91 ASI presidenual candidate. 

Steve Lawrence, ASI president, 
said Execuuve Vice President 
Robert Bess assured him the 
amendment would not have an 
effect on the coming elecuon, but 
would bring the ASI bylaws in 
agreement with university bylaws. 

“J think I'm missing something. 
Do you feel there is a hidden 
agenda?” Education Director 
Nancy Retes asked Loewe. 

Loewe said he did not think 
there was a hidden agenda, buti* 
bylaws shouldn't be changed 
during an election process. 

The amendment regarding at- 
tendance was originally worded 
toempower the second vice prest- 
dent to remove any director who 
misses more than two consecu- 
live meetings or more than a total 
of four meeungs during their term 
of office. 

Joanne Eaton, first vice presi- 
dent, moved to shift the power to 
unseat directors to a more objec- 
uve official. 

“We've had a fairly political 
board,” Eaton said. “I wouldn't 
want to place certain members in 


the grip of a polhucal game.” 

Rick Miller, arts and sciences 
director, suggested empowering 
the dean of students. Several un- 
successful allempts were made to 
reword the amendment in a pre- 
cise manner that would include 
the dismissal procedure. 

Further confusion occurred 
when Shelley Simpson, arts and 
sciences director, read an educa- 
uuon code to the group that con- 
cerned notification of special 
meetings by mail. 

Lawrence, who wrote the orig!- 
nal proposal, made a mouon and 
the board voted to postpone fur- 
ther action on the amendment unul 
the next regular meeting. 

The board also voted on the 
following resolutions and propos- 
ais: 

*Asked the University Union 
board of directors to change the 
name of the Swdent Senate Cham- 
bers to the Student Board Cham- 
bers because there is no Student 
Senate. 

*Authorized to move up to 
$1,600 from the general fund to 
the California State Student As- 
sociauon budget in order to cover 


extra expenses incurred by Rick 
Miller as the newly elected legis- 
lauve chair of CSSA. 
Authorized to move up to 
$4,700 from the general fund to 
the Career Services to establish 
the Peer Advisory Corps. PAC is a 
program that will encourage stu-

A “CSU S graduate student stopped tu- 
toring youths Tuesday after a warning that 
he was in violation of his parole on a sexual 
molestauon convicuon. 

Carl Lewis Johnson, 33, was ordered by 
his parole agent, Jane Rowe to stop his 
volunteer work with the Youth On The 
Move program in Oak Park. Rowe told The 
Sacramento Bee that Johnson is prohibited 
from associating with anyone under age 
18. Rowe was unavailable to offer com- 
ment to The Hornet. 

Johnson was convicted in 1979 of forc- 
ing sex on a minor, according to Gloria 
Irby, unit supervisor of Sacramento Metro 
Parole Office. He served 10 years of a 33

year sentence and was paroled in July of 
1989. 

According to Butte County Superior 
Court records, however, Johnson was “not 
a mentally disordered sex offender within 
the meaning of the law.” The finding, dated 
Aug. 21, 1979, was based, in part, on a 
report by Dr. Emest W. Ely, staff psychia- 
trist at the Butte County Mental Health 
Services. 

Johnson's parole was made public after 
Rowe saw a television report that Johnson 
had been given the Jefferson Award, ac- 
cording to the Bee article. The award is 
presented by KOVR, Channel 13, to volun- 
teers in community service after being 


nominated by a friend or colleague. A 
spokesman at KOVR said the station has 
no plans to withdraw the award. 

“He (Johnson) has done all the good he 
is credited with,” said Dave Clegern, KOVR 
news assignment manager. “He spoke to 
groups about his experiences and, always, 
with several adults in the room.” 

“I’m trying to do the nght thing,” 
Johnson told The Hornet Wednesday. “I 
don’t know why someone would bring this 
up. It’s like retrying me all over again.” 

Johnson is pursuing a master’s degree in 
social work with an emphasis in commu- 
nity related activities. He earned a bache- 
lor’s degree in psychology from CSUS 
when he was in Folsom Prison.

“I had him in some of my classes al 
Folsom Prison,” said David Covin, CSUS 
ethnics studies professor. “He was a very 
good student.”

“When somebody is trying to do good, 
why do peop.< always try to find some- 
thing bad?” Fletcher asked the Bee. “Soci- 
ety will not allow you to tum over a new 
leaf.”

against.” ASI filed a robbery re- 
port, but the district attorney later 
















dropped the charge against 
Braden. This was the last entry in 
the ASI chapter of Braden’s CSUS 
career, 

Former Dean of Students Tim 
Comstock sees the 86-87 aca- 
demic year as a dark period in the 
history of ASI. 

“Therewere a lot of egos that 
year, and Braden’s was one of 
them,” Comstock said. “I can’t 
say that I remember anything he 
(Braden) did for anything or any- 
one other than himself.” 

In May of 1989, Braden gradu- 






ated from CSUS with a degree in 
compuier science. 

Then last November, accord- 
ing to police records, Braden, 
using the name Tom Croans, or- 
dered $18,000 worth of computer 
equipment sent to his home from 
Jameco Electronics. The records 
allege Braden used a false pur- 
chase order number from the 
CSUS department of computer 
science. 

In December, CSUS, Jameco, 
and two other computer compa- 
nies asked the Sacramento County 





Sheriff’s office to investigate the 
address Braden gave them as 
CSUS. 

Because Braden was still on 
probation for the 1987 convic- 
tion, Sheriff's officers did not need 
a warrant to search his home. 

On Jan. 9, 1990, Sheriff's offi- 
cers found $18,000 in stolen 
computer equipment, three hand- 
guns, and 48.8 grams of metham- 
phetamine in Braden’s home. 

The district attorney charged 
Braden with possession of stolen 
property, a felon in possession of 









aconcealable weapon, and pos- 
session of methamphetamine for 
sale. 

On March 23, Braden pleaded 
no contest to the possession of 
stolen property charge and guilty 
to the felon in possession of a 
handgun charge. The drug 
charges were dropped. 

Albert R. Braden is currently 
free on a bond, awaiting sen- 
tencing on April 25. He faces a 
maximum fine and restitution of 
$20,000, and three years, eight 
months in state prison.

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The song was familiar: “One, 
singular sensation, every little step 
you take ....” But it was not sung 
by the players from the illustrious 
musical, “A Chorus Line”. It was 
Class Act — five CSUS academic 
advisors — doing their own ren- 
dition in honor of Jim Warren, 
director of admissions at CSUS. 

Nearly 100 colleagues and 
friends turned out for the event on 
March 10. After more than three 
decades of school involvement, 
Jim Warren was retiring. 

CSUS president Don Gerth 
described Warren as “an individ- 
ual who had a great deal of impact 
on the character itself of CSUS ... 
a man who made a marvelous 
impact on students personally and 
affected an extraordinary amount 
of people.” 

Students had a word to say, 
too. CSUS alumnus and ex-quar- 
terback Adrien Woodfork said: 
“Without Warren’s aid, 1 never 


would have made it through 
school. | was kind of mixed up, 
and spent a lot of time in Jim’s 
office, pleading with him not to 
kick me out (of school). 

Instead of criticizing me, he 
made me his assistant. I didn’t 
have to make appointments any- 
more.” 

It was more than Warren's ume 
spent that made for a huge turnout 
complete with gifts, musical dedi- 
cation, and some teary eyes. 

The honors included a framed 
letter of recognition from Gover- 
nor Deukmejian, who described 
Warren as a man of “excepuonal 
capability as an educator.” 

Warren also received an on- 
the-spot caricature portrait drawn 
by Sacramento Bee cartoonist 
Murray Turner. Other gifts in- 
cluded a scrapbook of Warren's 
memoirs and a “money trce.” 

Warren's affiliation withCSUS 
began before his employment. He

He remembers when the cam.- 
pus location moved from Sacra- 
mento City College. 

“When the university tans- 
ferred to its present day locauon, 
the quad was a field of weeds, and 
there were no sidewalks.” 

Warren's student involvement 
was more than political. He ran 
track, was a member of both Zi 
Beta si and the jumior class 
folkdance activity and won the 
Outstanding Senior Achievement 
Award. 

All this and he was working. 

In 1958 Warren began work- 
ing at CSUS as a senior clerk in 
the registrar's office — for $349 a 
month. 

He has since earned a reputa- 
tion as the most “knowledgeable 
person at the university when it 
comes to problem solving,” said 
Dan Decious, academic advisor 
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and CSUS chemistry teacher, “Jim 
always was the one to call regard- 
ing obscure rules, and a way to get 
around them.” 

Warren regards his retirement 
as “happy.” 

“For the last year I’ve been 
going through a transition; in the 
last six months I made a final 
decision to test new ideas and take 
some new chances,” he said. 

With an budding art career 
already showing success, War- 
ren’s “new chances” do not ap- 
pear a risk. 

Making clay animal figurines, 
which began asa hobby, has turned 
him into a respected local artist. 

Between his art, his travel plans 
with wife Joan, and his new-found 
ability to spend time with his two 
sons, his daughters, and their 
families, Warren reflects on this 
time in his life as “a time to dedi- 
cate more hours in the day to his 
family, church and personal cun- 
osity about the world around him.”

Exhibit Examines Meaning And History Of Murals

The mural on the facade of the 
Student Service Center symbol- 
izes a piece of Mexican history 
and culture. 

This mural is part of a photog- 
raphy documentary on mural art 
in Sacramento. It’s titled “Up 
Against The Wali” and was photo- 
graphed by Alan P. Taijeron, a 
photography major at CSUS. The 
documentary is now on display in 
the University Union’s Exhibit 
Lounge. 

The mural on the Student Serv- 
ice Center was painted in the 70s 
by Ed Rivera, a former Sacra- 
mento police officer and artist. 
The eagle, the serpent and the fire 
coming from the serpent’s mouth 
are identifiable with the Mexican 
people, accoridng to Esteban Villa, 
CSUS Professor of Art and mural

of a moratorium on mural paint- 
ing at CSUS set into effect over a 
decade ago, according to Villa. 

Before the moratorium artist 
only needed permission from the 
arts department. Today mural art- 
ists require approval by the uni- 
versity system ’s board of trusices, 
Villa said. 

The mural on the face of the 
Student Service Center is not the 
first. Before this one there was 
“La Cultura” (The Culture). 
However, one summer university 
officials had the mural torn down. 
Some of it was cut up and made 
into book shelves and the rest went 
to the dump. 

e Rivera immediately protested 
a with the help of students, faculty 
3 and Concilio, a Sacramento Chi- 
 canocommunity organization that 
8 had funded the mural. After sev- 
erai sessions with university offi- 
cials Rivera was successful. His 


artist. 

“We identify ourselves with 
other living species; the earth, 
wind, water, fire and love,” Villa 
explains. “Without one of these 
we can’t exist.” 

Taijeron photographed only 12 
murals out of 100 in Sacramento. 


One, fc example, can be found in 
the tunnel that leads into Old 
Sacramento from the K Sweet 
Mall. This mural was painted in 
1983 by Villa, Ricardo Favila and 
Juan Orozco aiso mural artists. 
Another mural being exhibited 


in the documentary is “Cruising 
Through Atzlan” painted by Jose 
Lott, Mario Gonzales and other 
artists. This mural was funded by 
Barrio Art and CSUS Associated 
Students Inc. It is located on Fran- 
klin Boulevard and 21st Avenue. 


For the Chicano community in 
Sacramento, “murals are a spot in 
which to stand and a way to con- 
tribute to society,” Villa said. 

At one time CSUS displayed 
approximately 77 murals. Now 
only three stand. This is the result

In the beginning, the heavens 
and the earth are one.

He and his seven musicians 
play various traditional and elec- 
tronic instruments and, using many 
fantastic illumination effects, tell 
the adventures of the gods Izanagi 
and Izanami by creating the is- 
lands and the pantheon of Japan. 
Often it is impossible to say if the 
sounds are generated by natural 
instruments or computers. The 
Stage and lighting design are 
unique visual experiences, accen- 
tuaung the musical expressions 
with laser beams and color ef- 
fects.

style that he calls “spiritual,” which 
nearest descripuion might be “new 
age.”

name. The pieces for “Asia” were recorded 
on a tour through several Asian countnes, 
including Taiwan and the People’s Repub- 
lic of China (Kitaro was the first musician 
to ever perform in both Taiwan and the 
People’s Republic) 

The idea for “Kojiki” emerged from a 
ceremony thathe celebrated with an Ameni- 
can Indian medicine woman at the foot of 
Fuji-san, Japan’s famous mountain. During 
this session he played the Wadaiko, the 
traditional Japanese drum that can be heard 
over a distance of two miles. 

Kitaro knows well to mix the sounds of 
traditional Japanese instruments with west- 
em instruments and various synthesizers. A 
masterly part in the concert falls to Charlie 
Bisharat who plays an electronically ampli- 
fied violin and gets lots of appiause for his 
solos. The concerts consist of two parts: he 
first one is the story of Koyiki, the second a 
mixture of former works. 

Not sequencer rhythms, but floating 
sounds, form the major body of Kitaro’s 
music. However different from his older 
works is amore forceful use of percussion. 
One climax in the show is the piece “Flight”, 
where Kitaro plays three Wadaikos accom- 
panied by four other percussionists, liter- 
ally making the theater trembie. 

Unfortunately, the show was given in 
Sacramento only on March 25,even though 
JVC (the main sponsor) wouldn't have had 
a problem to fill the Symphony at least 
twice.

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Baja California attracts 
millions of tourists each year 
who are drawn by its year- 
round sunshine, warm 
temperatures, uncrowded 
beaches and the rugged beauty 
of Baja's forbidding deserts. 
Baja's 55,000 square miles 
offer much to the tourist, 
including the resorts of 
Ensenada, the big-game fishing 
and diving of La Paz, and the 
tropical river oasis of Mulege. 
To escape the hype and high 
prices of the resorts, thousands 
of tourists find themselves 
returning to the friendly fishing 
and tourist village of San

Felipe each year. 

San Felipe became a 
permanent settlement in the 
1920s and a large-scale fishing 
port during World War II. The 
completion of Highway 5 from 
the border at Mexicali, the 
capital of Baja, to San Felipe 
in 1951 opened the way for 
tourism from the U.S. The 
paved road deteriorates rapidly 
south of town and ends 17 
miles south at Laguna Percebu. 
A graded dirt road continues 52 
miles south to Puerticitos but 
is a real back-breaker due to its 
huge potholes. 

San Felipe is an easy 123- 


by. 





mile-drive from the border on a 
good road. Driving is 
sometimes hazardous due to the 
general lack of turnouts and 
shoulders along Highway 5 and 
sections of pavement are 
occasionally washed out by 
flash floods. A roadside service 
calied the Green Angels patrol 
the roads of Baja in green and 
white pickup trucks in search 
of tourists in distress and, in 
theory, pass any given point 
twice a day. It’s advisable to 
watch for passing trucks and 
livestock on the road and 
abandon the notion that the 
pedestrian always has the right- 
of-way. There are no vehicle 
restrictions and the roads are 
plagued by smoking, slow- 
moving jalopies in disrepair. 

The best time to plan a trip 
to San Felipe is between 
November and April when the 
warm sunny days and 
refreshingly cool nights 
provide for an enjoyable stay. 
Summers are a real scorcher 
and temperatures above 120 
degrees aren't uncommon. The 
region receives less than two 
inches of rain a year, but some 
cacti and other hardy desert 
foliage manage to flourish. It's 
wise to enter Baja completely 
prepared for any emergency and 
have plenty of food and water 
to avoid the dreaded 
Montezuma's revenge. 

In town, many fine curio 
shops, restaurants, bars and

sportfishing charters line the 
paved, cobblestone and sand 
streets. The shops sell a variety 
of souvenirs, such as handmade 
clothing and blankets, jewelry, 
onyx and all kinds of fireworks 
from firecrackers to huge 
rockets. Good Mexican beer is 
available for about $5 a case at 
the Sub-Agencia beer 
warehouse outlets around town. 

San Felipe has two gas 
stations (Pemex) which are run 
by the government-controlled 
oil monopoly Petroleos 
Mexicanos. Prices are similar 
to those in the U.S., but the 
octane rating of the leaded 
"nova" and the unleaded “extra” 
is exceedingly low. One of the 
stations usually has fuel but 
there are no guarantees, 
shortages do occur, especially 
with the extra. Many newer 
American vehicles may not run 
well on the low octane, but 
aviation fuel is sometimes 
available at the San Felipe 
Airport, seven miles south of 
town. 

The thousands of miles of 
off-road terrain atiract many 
off-road enthusiasts to the area. 
Since there are no vehicle 
restrictions, the streets are 
often crowded with dirt bikes, 
dune buggies, sand rails and 
other vehicles that aren't 
generally considered street-legal 
in the U.S. The Baja 500 off- 
road race runs through the San 
Felipe area. The area tends to

attract somewhat of a party 
crowd and loud parties, 
obnoxious off-roaders and 
unruly behavior is common 
during vacation times. The 
people though, both tourists 
and residents, are very friendly 
and helpful on the whole. 

Tourists planning on staying 
in Baja for more than 72 hours 
require a Mexican visa which 
can be obtained at any Mexican 
consulate in the U.S. An 
international drivers license is 
also required to drive in Baja 
and is available through the 
American Automobile 
Association. It is a good idea 
to buy Mexican auto insurance 
before crossing the border for 
only Mexican-licensed 
companies are recognized by 
the government. One should 
also exchange some dollars in 
for pesos to be safe, although 
most people ir Baja will accept 
American money as payment. 
The current exchange rate is 
approximately 2750 pesos to 
the dollar. Security at the 
border and in the border towns 
is generally tight but elsewhere 
it is fairly lax and tourism is 
highly encouraged. 

The beautiful San Felipe area 
has much to offer the tourist 
and it is easily accessible to 
all. For those who desire to 
take a nice relaxing vacation to 
some place “different” and not 
spend a fortune doing it, you 
just can't beat the winter resort 
of San Felipe, Baja Mexico.

because I can’t just stay quiet when I have 
seen and heard what I have. 

1 don’t think I am the only one. I know 
there are thousands of people that feel we 
need to speak for those in Central America 
that cannot speak for fear of being killed. 

That is what happened to Oscar Rom- 
ero, former Archbishop of El Salvador. 

And how ironic that he was killed 
immediately after he demanded the El 
Salvadoran government to stop the op- 
pression. 

He was right when he said that his spirit 
and voice would live on in the peopie of El 
Salvador if he was ever killed. 

I wonder if he ever thought 5,000 
people, ten years after his assassination, 
would be echoing his demands on Satur- 
day, March 24, in San Francisco. 

On our way to the march, as | eaves- 
dropped on other conversations on the bus 
I realized how different we all were. In 
age, interests and backgrounds. At the 
march it was even more evident. 

And then it struck me. 

We were all here for one purpose and I 


was part of it. 

As the thousands of us marched, people 
in their apartments, through their windows 
and on the streets stood and watched. From 
the look on their faces I wonder if we were 
simply entertaining them or making them 
think about what we were chanung. 

] would like to think that we did have 
some affect on at least a handful but I am 
forced to think realistically. 

This does not mean I don’t have hope. 

Ever since I became part of the struggle 
in bringing out the truth about Central 
America | have had to think realistically. 

So I ask: What 1s it about this issue that 
frightens people? 

Unlike the Central Americans, we can 
speak out. 

There is enough evidence that proves 
whal we say 1s true. 

Do people care to know the truth? 

It is frustraung. 

But like the Central Americans say, “E! 
pueblo unido jamas sera vencido!” (The 
people united will never be deieated.) 

I recently spoke with Nicolasa Terreros, 
National Coordinator for a Panamanian 
organization utled, Peace and Justice Serv- 


ice. She arrived from Panama only days 


before and is on tour throughout the United 


States to tell her people’s story about the 
Panama invasion. 

This may come as a shock to many but 
not all Panamanians were waving the 
American flag. True, the majority believes 
they have been freed from the “monster” 
(Noriega) but slowly they are opening their 
eyes, Nicolasa said. 

She said she has one responsibility while 
inthe U.S. given to her by the peasants in her 
country. That is that she must convince us 
Americans that we must never let our coun- 
try do something like this again. 

Here is a person that felt the wemble of 
the bombs dropped by American jets. A 
volunteer at a church that took in refugees 
after the invasion and witnessed children 
sprint to hide under beds at the sound of a jet. 

I know why I went to march in San 
Francisco. 

Because I am a human being and they are 
my neighbors, and their grandmothers 
remind me of my grandmother and I can’t 
ignore what I know.

Mental Biases Of The Court System 


In theory, the purpose of our court sys- 
tem is to mete out justice. But does it? 
There is every reason to assume that 
the overwhelming majority of all our 
judges seck to mete out justice. But to 
| what degree do they succeed? 
The Idaho Legislature recently ap- 
| proved the nation’s most restrictive abor- 
tion law. Both proponents and opponents 
in the Idaho abortion debate agreed that 
this law contradicts the 1973 Supreme 
Court decision that legalized abortion if it 
is done before a fetus is viable. Opponents 
of abortion hope the Idaho law will force 
the United States Supreme Court to take 
an unequivocal stand on overturning the 
Roe vs. Wade decision that legalized 
abortion in the United States. 
There are nine U.S. Supreme Coun

Justices. It is assumed that four would 
uphold Roe vs. Wade and four would vote 
to overturn that decision. Liberals and 
conservatives are themselves committed 
to liberal or conservative thought process 
in interpreting the Constitution or any- 
thing else. Justice Sandra Day O’Conner 
is the ninth member of the Supreme Court 
Justice. She, as in the case for all nine 
Justices, must seek out her own mind her 
interpretation of the Constitution of the 
United States on this issue. 
Let's look at our California courts and 
a different kind of mental bias. A new state 
report on sex-based discrimination tells us 
there are serious problems in court prac- 
tices and procedures and in the allocation 
of judicial resources as well as in the 
courtroom environment. This report docu- 


ments cases of sexual bias and tells us that 
female participants in the judicial process, 
from prisoners io judges, are often treated 
worse than their male counterparis. (One 
wonders if there aren’t other circumstances 
where males are treated worse than their 
female counterparts.) In any case, we are 
told that our judicial system is not even- 
handed in dealing with females within its 
processees. 

Male judges are far more likely than 
female judges to view domestic violence 
allegations as exaggerated. Again, logic 
and reason have difficulty in filtering 
through the human mind. Gender bias was 
considered widespread by 64 percent of the 
female judges, but only 23 percent of the 
male judges shared that view. 

Conduct by attorneys exhibiting gender 
bias was reported as being more frequent 


and more severe than that involving | 
judges. Police statements, drug treatment 
centers, jailhouses, rehabilitation pro- 
grams — all came in for criticism. 

We have heard the U.S. Supreme 
Court described as a liberal, conservative 
or moderate court. But we expect the 
Justices to exercise reason and logic in 
interpreting the Constitution. Be it fed- 
eral, state or lower courts, is there such a 
thing as liberal logic, conservative logic, 
or moderate logic? 

If there is such a thing as liberal, con- 
servative and middle-of-the-road logic, 
then, paradoxically, there is no such thing 
as logic at all.

In Jenkins’ Class 





Itis two minutes before class begins and 
the buzz of students is all that is heard. In 
walks Steve Jenkins, professor of commu- 
nication studies. The murmurs almost al 
once regress into a complete silence. He 
starts to lecture, and students opposed or 
not, are captivated. 

The discussion of the day in Communi- 
cation Studies 114, may cover the digestion 
of dead animals, sex without intimacy, or 
life with meditation. Whichever, Jenkins 
knows how to spark a debate. 

His teaching emphasis is argumentation 
and the subjects of his classes always result 
in philosophical adversities. 

“It’s not my need to force others to 
believe what I believe, but to bring educa- 
tion to a deeper level,” says Jenkins. 

For the past 12 years he has pursued 
what he calls a deeper way of living — 
trading in promiscuity, poor eating habits 
and drugs, for monogamy, spirituality and 
health. 

Bom in a small manufacturing town 
near Boston, Jenkins describes himself as 
an insecure child. 

“I was born in 1942, and weighed 9.7 
ounces. It took me 10 months to finally 
come out of the womb. When I did I imme- 
diately developed a skin disease. Clearly | 
wasn’t thrilled about being here. I was not 
only the oldest and fattest baby in the hos- 
pital, but the ugliest,” he said with a laugh. 

Infant obesity never left him. He carried 
his weighi into high school and was consid- 
ered a nerd. But finally at 28, he lost 100 


Jenkins’ strict upbringing and the fact 
that he was not popular turned him into a 
rebel. He lived with his father, a grocery 
clerk and mother, a teacher, in a morally 
strident and unforgiving environment.

“Growing up, it became a challenge to 
get away with things,” he says. “I was al- 
ways rebellious. I smoked two packs of Pall 
Mali cigarettes daily and ate all the wrong 
foods. Clearly | had a heavy deathwish.” 

Although there was conflict between 
Jenkins and his parents, he depended on 
their guidance. Without their supervision at 
the University of Pittsburg, he barely man- 
aged a 2.0 grade point average. It was his 
debating skill that kept him afloat, and his 
senior year he was selected to the graduate 
program at the University of Massachu- 
seus. 

“{ maintained the lowest graduating 
average to ever be accepted and receive a 
fellowship from the university,” he remem- 
bered. 

At that same debate, he met his wife and 
married at 23. 

“I guess you could say it was a fairly 
eventful weekend.” 

Not long after, Jenkins discovered 
“hippies and drugs.” 

“[ met a hippie in a class | taught and in 
a sense we changed roles. He became the 
teacher and myself a student to a new way 
of thinking.” 

With this enlightened outlook, Jenkins 

came to CSUS in 1967. His debate coach 
from Massachusetts taught here and rec- 
ommended him as an assistant speech pro- 
fessor. 
“When I first came here | thought I was 
so smart. I had a difficult time getting along 
with my colleagues. Eleven years ago, 
when I found the path, I became more 
modest. My appreciation for my peers 
grew. I guess you could say that coming to 
the realizations I’ ve come to, I realize how 
stupid I am. Now I get along great with my 
colleagues.”

I finally 
had a nervous 
breakdown,” he 
says. “I became 
schizophrenic, 
hallucinated and 
was hospitalized 
for a week.” 

Jenkins real- 
ized that his inter- 
nal conflict could 
not be solved by 
just weight loss or a marital separation. He 
needed to change his lifestyle. 

Studying spiritual philosophies of Zen 
and Buddha, he corrected his diet, eating 
vitamins, grains and foods intended to feed 
the body — not starve it of resources just to 
be thin. 

In 1978 he met his second wife, who was 
a student in his class. “She made an honest 
man out of me.” 

They recently separated, but Jenkins 
maintains that the marital lite they shared 
abided by the same laws he would be will- 
ing to pass on to others for a successful 
relationship. 

“I believe the philosophies we lived by 
were totally correct. 1 express them to my 
students in class when discussing the im- 
portance of love and intimacy in sexual 
relationships.” 

Michael Davis was one of these stu- 
dents, who says his relationships with 
women, friends and farnily have never been 
better. 

“It was the most beneficial course I’ve 
taken in my life. It put everything in per- 
spective — a look at the big picture. Most 
classes try to offer some solutions, but this 
classes offered an invaluable solution to 
life. I am now a vegetarian and I meditate. 
I work at the Natural Foods Co-Op (a natu- 
ral food supermarket). | am able to apply 
what I learned in that class to my daily life 
and I’ ve never been so happy,” says Davis. 

Jenkins next step is a move to the moun-

tains near Placerville, where he has pur- 
chased an acre of land. For the first time in 
his life, he will live alone in isolation. 

“] look forward to doing a lot of writing 
and meditating.” 

Jenkins is already we!l known for both. 
He meditates an hour a day in the practice 
of Zen and has held weekly meditation 
circles in his home for three years. He has 
written a book of essays for Communica- 
tions Studies 114, which has become popu- 
lar outside the course. 

“I don’t think I could ever be happier,” 
says Jenkins. “1 love Sac State. The stu- 
dents seem so unspoiled and upstanding.” 

David Martin, chair of the communica- 
tions studies department, describes Jenkins 
asa creative and energetic instructor. “He's 
a great colleague. I’ve known Steve for 
seven years and he’s never been ata loss for 
stimulating things to say. Yes, he’s contro- 
versial, but usually any good teacher has 
some conflict. Jenkins’s (conflicts) aren't 
anything unusual.” 

Controversial , but enlightening, Jenkins 
is not afraid to confront difficult issues. 

“Education doesn’t mean much if it 
doesn’t affect the way people feci and 
think. (I) certainly think there's a place for 
training, but I do think education should go 
a little deeper,” says Jenkins.
